The three creeds, nevertheless, occupy 
different quarters within the walls, and, 
except for meeting every day in the 
markets to carry on the life of the city in 
peace and friendliness, live an entirely 
separate existence, that ends for every 
individual] with burial in one of the three 
separate eemetries. This ideal state of 
affairs, so rarely found in eastexn cities, 
where racial feuds and religious hatred 


are always part of the nationak-hfe, 1s 


partly due to the fact that, while every 
sect obeys the teaching of its own parti- 


cular doctrine, they al] hold one religious 


belief and have one common point of view, 
which serves to smooth over sectarian 
difficulties. 
and venerate the two patron saints of the 
city, St. George and St. Jonah. 

The tomb of the latter, marked a 
huge artificial mound on the left bank oí 


the Tigris, is the ebject of many minor 


pilgrimages on the part fol the populace. 


Though -there are more than thirty 
jealously guarded places of Moslem 


worship in Mosul, including the Great 
Mosque—once a Christian church 
cated to St. Paul, and now a “ Friday’”’ 
mosque, inaccessible to ali but the 
followers of the Prophet—there are two 
special mosques where homage may be 
paid to the cities’ saints by Moslem, 
Christian and Jew. These, the Mosques 
of Nebi Jiris (St. George) and Nebi Yunis 
(St. Jonah), dating from tie ninth 
century, are open to all. 

Although the Christians are normally 
free from persecution, they cannot take 
an active part in the social life of the 
city; for Christians in Mosul have always 
been regarded as slaves. by their Moslem 
brethren and occupy only the most lowly 
and menial employments, This contempt 
for the Christian element is so strongly 
pronounced that there is an instance of 
one of the city’s most prominent 
‘and = influential citizens—a rich and 
powerful man, and a direct descendant of 
the ancient rulers of Assyria—who went 
one day te a local barber to have. his beard 
shaved. 
morning, but was almost nightfall 
before his beard was shorn. The barber

refused to attend to a Christian while any 


of the faithful remained unshaven. 
It is recorded that the loss of dignity 


which the poor man sustained on seeing 
his own camel-boy take preference over

winning ticket. “My wife,” he confessed, 
when his fellow-workmen were carrying 
him shoulder-high round the factory, 
“made a terrible scene when I bought the 
ticket, for spending such a large sum out 
of our household savings.’’ 

Of other recent French lotteries similar 
dramatic stories are told. Thus Madame 
Hoser, a canteen. maid, who had never 
had a hundred francs at one time to call 
her own, won a round million francs in a 
Press lottery. £20,000 fell to Joseph 
Sadon, a ploughman, in exchange for a 
‘single franc, the cost of his ticket; and 
a Lille lottery enriched a _ rag-picker, 
named Remy, to the extent of £4,000. 
No less dramatic are the stories of 
fortunes which come to the poor in the 
shape of unexpected legacies, often from 
relatives of whose very existente they 
scarcly knew. A very remarkable story of 
this type is told of one, William Warren 
Morrison, who was one day playing the 
modest, if busy, réle of “ printers’ devil ”’ 
in a Boston printing-office, when news 
came to him that a great-uncle in Cali- 
fornia, of whom he had never even heard, 
had left him his entire fortune, valued at 
twenty million dollars. So little dis- 
turbed was the boy by his sudden acces- 
sion of wealth, which Cresus himself 
might have envied, that, we are told, he 
“continued to trot around with proofs, 
answered the telephone, ran errands, and 
performed his varied duties as if he was 
afraid a moment’s slackness might lose 
him his job.” 


INDIFFERENT GAINERS. 


No less indifferent to her good fortune 
was Miss Anna Hume, typist in a Wash- 
ington office, who, after learning that a 
distant relative had Jeft her nine million 
dollars, placidly proceeded with her work, 
receiving all congratulations with a quiet 
smile. “I did not expect such ,ood 
fortune,” she said; “for I have never 
seen my relative, and did not know that 
he was aware of my existence. Of course, 
T shall resign my position, but not until 
I get the money.’ In another equally 
inscrutable case a German maid servant, 
ion learning that a legacy of a million 
marks had n left to her, refused point- 
blank to leave her mistress, and continued 
to cook and scrub and to craw her 
monthly twenty marks, sublimely in- 
different to her private income of over 
£2,000 a year. 

How common such sensational wind- 
falls are, the most casual of newspaper 
readers know. Now it is a Dublin saddler 
who learns that a fortune of £360,000 is 
to be had for the claiming in California ; 
or a Durham sandwichman, too poor to 
dispense with poor law relief, who awakes 
to find himself heir to the million-pound 
estate of a remote relative. 

One day four brothers, Bristol artisans, 
find themselves a quarter of a million 
pounds richer by the death of an almost 
forgotten uncle in Brooklyn. On other 
days the wife of a Devonport shoemaker, 
a Mrs. Moule, establishes her title to the 
entire fortune of a rich uncle in 
Australia; a warehouseman of Hudders- 
field resigns his fifty shillings a week to 
enjoy a legacy of £80,000; or Michael 
McDonald, a Lancashire caretaker, learns 
that he is co-heir to a millionaire uncle 
who has died in California. 

Such are a few of the recent stories in 
the romance of windfalls. Nething is 
more certain than that Dame Fortune has 
many more such prizes still hidden away 
in her lucky bag.

A PUBLICAN'S LICENCE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srn,—Great interest is now being taken in 
the decisions of the various District Courts 
all over the Irish Free State in regard to 
the abolition of publicans’ licences under the 
compulsory powers given by last year’s In- 
toxicating Liquor Act. It is mght, therefore, 
that one know exactly what a 
publican’s licence really is. 

A publican’s licence is simply a permission 
ranted by the ue Commissioners to the 
icensee (therein named) to carry on the 
business of a retailer of spirits, and to sell 
by retail any intoxicating liquors for con- 
sumption on or off the premises where. sold 
(in the house in the licence named) from the 
day of the date thereof until the thirtieth 
of tember next ensuing (the licensee 
having paid for the licence the necessa 
duty as retailer of spirits). A publican's 
licence lasts—that is, it is valid and in force 
—from the 30th September in any one year 
for twelve months to the 30th September in 
the following year. It will not last one day 
longer than this one year unless and until 
“it is renewed at the annual licensing sessions, 
Ea held in the District Courts all over the 
Irish Free State at the end of September in 
every year. 

The licence is, of course, subject to 
forfeiture by order of the District Justice 
when three recorded breaches of the Act have 
taken place, and it is now also liable to be 
abolished under the Act where it is proven 
that there is an unnecessary redundancy of 
licences. Of course, when a:licence is obtained 
for any premises the licensed premises are 
liable to be entered by the Guards for in- 
spection at any time, and the premises can 
only be opened for the sale of liquors on the 
days and during the hours laid down by the 
licensing laws in the Irigh Free State. 

Heretofore a transfer of ‘a licence could 
only be granted in regard to the house to 
which the licence was originally attached— 
that is, it could not be transferred from one 
house to another. | 
the Intoxicating Liquor Act. of 1927, if an 
owner of a house with a six-day licence 
thereto attached wants to obtain a seven-day 
licence instead, he must purchase the seven- 
day (or ordinary licence) attached to another 
house, so as to be the holder of both a seven- 
dav licence and a six-day licence, in order 
to enable the District Justice to cancel the 
six-day licence, and transfer the purchased 
seven-day licence from the other house to 
the applicant’s own house, in lieu of the six- 
dav licence theretofore attached to it. 

The following is an exact copy of a 
publican’s ordinary seven-day licence (with, 
of course, the name altered) :—

It will be seen clearly from the above that 
a publican’'s licence is only a permission 
granted by the Revenue Commissioners in 
compliance with an order of a Justice of the 
District Court, and only lasts for twelve 
months, and is subject for renewal from year 
to year at the annual licensing sessions and 
is also subject to forfeiture or abolition.—

VESTED INTEREST IN 
LICENCES. 


THE TRADE’S VIEW OF THE 


ABOLITION CLAUSES. 


Mr. James J. O'Neill, Chairman of the 
Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Association 
of Ireland, made a statement at the meeting 
of the Committee of the Association yester- 
day with regard to the recent remark by a 
District Justice that, while there were cases 
where licensed property was really a “ vested 
interest,” there were very many cases where 
it was ridiculous to talk of vested interests 
where the licences were of little or no value, 
and where they had been granted simply for 
the asking in years gone by. 

Mr. O'Neill said that he repudiated that 
statement. Since, the Clitheroe decision of 
1877, licences to sell intoxicating liquors con- 
stituted a real vested interest in this country, 
and were recognised by banks, wholesalo 
houses and all concerned as real and tangible. 
security to tho same extent as a farm of land 
or any other class of property. 

Whatever might be his attitude if such 
remarks came from the lips of prohibitionists 
or teetotallers he could not let them pass 
when they cathe from an ‘official. 

It was not for, him, he added, to pass any 
comment as fo whether the Act provided for 
‘the abolition of one or more licences in any 
area. His attitude and the attitude of the 
trade all along was that, while the intentions 
of the Act might be good and praiseworthy 
as 4 measure of social reform, its whole con- 
struction was inequitable and unjust to the 
licensed trade; for it proposed to destroy 
recognised property in the interests of tho 
community, and would compel at the same 
time one particular class of the community 
to pay for that destruction.

The intention of the Irish railway com- 
panies to press for a substantial reduction 
in salaries and hi er mentioned in 
the /risth Times of Atigust 28th—has now 
taken definite form. 

The companies havé served a joint 
application to the three railway tiade 
unions for alterations in the existiny 
Salaries and wages of all Irish railway 
etiployés coming within the terms of the 
machinery of. negotiation. The following 
proposals are formulated :— 

(a) That there should be 4 reduction of 10 
per cent. from all.conciliation grades (except 
clerks). 

(b) Salaried staff (agents, male and female 
| clerks and supervisors)—A_ reduction of 5 

per vent. from those members. of the salaried 
: pore covered by agreements, with the addition 
of :— 

1—Agents, supervisors and clerks in 

receipt of the ‘‘ stagnation " allowance 
of £10 per annum to go back to the 
maximum for their class under the 
original agreement of February, 1922. 
2—Clerks not at present in receipt of the 
maximum salary of the 5th Class (£200 
per annum), as provided for under the 
Original agreement of February, 1922. 
in future to receive increases at the rate 
of £10, instead of £15, as heretofore. 
3—Female salaried staff in receipt of £156 
er annum to go back to the maximum 
ór women clerks in Class 2 (£143 “per 
annum), as provided for in the original 
in over ra of February, 1922. 
4—Female salaried staff at present in 
receipt of less than £143 per annum in 
future to receive annual increases at the 
rates provided for in the original agree- 
ment of February, 1922. 
5— New entrants to the salaried staff to he 
paid the rates of salary applicable to the 
rade as scheduled in the agreement of 
ebruary, 1922, less 5 per cent. 
EFFECT OF THE PROPOSALS. 

The above proposals, a trades union 
official informed an Irish Times repre- 
sentative, involve a reduction of 5 per cent. 
in the rates of pay of the salaried staff, 
in addition to the virtual setting aside 
of the Wylie Award obtained in 1924 after 
prolonged effort, and after the members 
of the Railway Clerks’ Association in Ire- 
land had decided to withdraw their labour 
on a given date. Under the companies’ 
proposals the ‘‘ stagnation ’’ allowance for 
the fifth class grades of station masters, 
supervisors al clerks ‘‘ goes by the 
board.’’ Any fifth class clerk not at the 
maximum of his class would only receive 
annual increments of £10 instead of £15, 
as at present. The female salaried staff 
now in receipt of £3 per week are to have 
a reduction of 5s. per week in pay, in 
addition to 5 per cent. reduction on the 
new reduced salaries, while those in receipt 
of less than 55s. a week at present proceed 
to their maximum by the smaller annual 
increments provided in thé original agvree- 
ment of February, 1922. All new entrants 
to the salaried staff are to be deprived of 
any benefits arising out of the Wylie 
award, and in addition will have to 
submit to the 5 per cent. reduction pro- 
vided on the rates in the agreement of 
February, 1922. 


MEETING IN LONDON. 

The application of the railway com- 
panies is dated September 21st. 

The representatives of the three unions 
met the representatives of the companies 
in London last week-end, and announced 
‘their inability to agree to any alterations 
in the present rates of pay. They stated 
that the Irish railway companies had 
made full use of the Irish Central Wagés 
Board and the Irish Railway Wages Board 
machinery ; that the existing rates were 
fixed or confirmed by this machinery ; 
and that, therefore, the unions could not 
agree to any alteration in those rates of 
salaries or wages. 

The companies, presumably, will now 
take their application to the Central 
Wages Board, after which, failing agree- 
ment, the matter will be taken to the Irish 
Railway Wages Board, of which Judge 
Wylie is chairman, and which is the final

Having dealt in detail with the sailings 
from various ports, principally in the Sout 
and West he referred to a comparison of the 
facilities provided by. tha port authorities at 
the various ports served by the Southern 
system, and said that they knew that there 
was friendly rivalry, and welcomed ‘it as food 
for trade.

That 
would lead to congestion, in the first place, 
and would lessen competition and deprive 
traders:of facilities which they would like to 
seó continued and we gh) “é Daily services 
of ds trains al both sides of the Channel, 
and daily scr'vices as betweeri port and port 
such as they had by the London, Midland 
and Scottish, and the British end Irish Steam- 
acket Company in Dublin, and by the Great 

estern Railway Company: at Rosslare, gave 
advantages to traders everywhere in the i re 
State for general sundry traffic that would, ne 
was sure, appreciated. he 

GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 

A development, of sundry trade by long-sea 
routes, with infrequent services, while it 
might be acceptable in a small area and for 
a particular company ór route, might have 
disastrous results in other directions and 
might, broadly, speaking, be bad for tho 
trade of the Free State. 

Local traffic on the Great Southern Rail- 
ways, said witness, was sent mainly by the 
shortest route, unless, owing to services or 
other conveniences, the long route was in the 
public’s interest. Through Irish traffic: was 
also sent by the shortest route unless for 
these reasons, i 
With regard to cross-Channel traffic the 
policy of the company was not to canvass for 
such traffic in favour of one or other of the 
recognised routes having through rates. This 
was left to the agents or canvassers of the 
British railways and shipping companies, and 
go successful were their combined efforts in 
regard to canvassing that a very small per- 
centage of the traffic was unconsigned. ‘This 
unconsigned trattic, according to the districts, 
was governed by agreement relating to traffic 
south of Limerick and Limerick Junction 


on the former Great Southern and 
Western section, embracing stations east 
of Tralee and west of Fermoy. 


There were no agreed arrangements in con- 
nection with unconsigned traffic from all the 
other sections of the Amalgamated Rail- 
ways, but the consideration was the revenue 
derived from the traffic to the Great 
Southern Railways Company and the best 
service. 
ANTIQUATED ARRANGEMENTS. 

Witness gave particulars of some of the 
stations having through rates via the various 
ports, and also of stations having differential 
rates, and said that the present arrangement 
in-regard to differentials Was, in his opinion, 
too antiquated, and arrangements of rates 
which would reasonably divide competitive 
traffic 40 or 50 years ago might be quite out 
af date at present. When these through rates 
were issued via Dublin, and differential 
figures agreed via the port of Cork, it was 
done to attract traffic to the latter route 
against. the recognised daily routes via 
Dublin. At that time, according to his in- 
formation, the ships were better and the 
accommodation was better via the port of 
Dublin, and it needed an advantage in rates 
to induce traders, even in the geographical 
area of Cork, to use that route for a share 
of their traffic. Since then the position had 
altogether chan The services and accom- 
modation via the port of Cork was - quite 
satisfactory, and, instead of maintaining a 
reasonable share of the traffic, that route had 
captured practically the whole of the traffic 
at those places where differential rates exist. 
Of course, the rates were about 100 per 
cent. higher than when first agreed, and the 
amount of the differential was, in conse- 
quence, doubled. A difference of 2s. or Qs. 6d. 
per ton might not deter a trader from giving 
the daily service roates a share of his busi- 
ness, but when tho difference amounted to 
4s. or 5s. per ton the cheaper route, under 
the keenness of business to-day, was bound 
to secure all the business. 


THE PORT OF FENIT. 

On the question of through rates. via the 
port of Fenit, he said that there were no 
through rates via that port, but the matter 
had been under consideration on many occa- 
sions since 1 At that time, owing to 
the dislocation of traffic, public applications 
were made for through wates via that port, 
which received protection under the Water- 
ford, Limerick, and Western Amalgamation 
Act of 1900 in terms somewhat similar to the 
úa clauses applicable to other ports. 
ection 56 provided for a reasonable system 
of through bookings via Tralee and Fenit to 
and from such ports in Great Britiain as from 
time to time might have regular steamship 
communication with Tralee or Fenit between 
stations on the railways of the company and 
stations on English and Scottish railways. 
Following the 1900 amalgamation, if sail- 
ings were regular and frequent at the port 
of Fenit, and if proper facHitiq; were pro- 
vided there, his company would have been 
prepared to give from Tralee and stations in 
that area through rates via Fenit which would 
be equal to the through rates now charged 
via the ports of Cork, Waterford, Rosslare, 
and Dublin; but they would not have been 
disposed to grant any differential rates via 
Fenit under any circumstances. Now the 
position was quite different. When differential 
rates were given to the port of Cork in 1881 
it was to encourage a reasonable share of the 
traffic by that route against the daily sailings 
by mony routes via Dublin. 

LOSS TO RAILWAY REVENUE. 
At that time the difference in favour of 
Cork was “mai between two and three 
shillings a ton. ow it was doubled, and

The site in Donegall. Square, Belfast, for- 
meérly occupied by the Linenhall Hotel, has 
been purchased by a London Company, which 
intends to erect there a modern hotel at a 
rost of £150,000, to be ready for occupation 
next year. 

As planned, the new building will be the 
highest building in Belfast, and will contain 
450 bedrooms. On the roof will be a tea- 
garden, which will give an uninterrupted view 
{or miles around. A large swimming pool, 
attractive public lounges and diningrooms, 
and private diningrooms are features which 
will be embodiéd in the building. Im one of 
the public rooms a pipe organ is to be in- 
stalled. A novel scheme of decoration is con- 
templated, and surmounting the hotel, 120 
feet above ground level, there will be a cupola 
in which a light will burn night and day.

Police and Post Office officials attended at 
Bethnal Green road sub-Post Office, London, 
yesterday, to take stock and see exactly what 
was stolen on the previous night, when Mr. 
G. W. Veasey, the tmaster, was attacked 
by masked men chloroformed. The till 
was rifled, and £500 in Treasury notes taken. 

On Monday night Mr. Veasey was alone in 
the office, which is run in conjunction with a 
grocer’s business, at about half-past eight, 
when suddenly the lights were switched off 
and in the darkness a handkerchief, soaked 
with chloroform, was put over Mr. Veasey’s 
face from behind. He collapsed and became 
. wneonscious, and when he recovered he 

managed to crawl to the door and knock on 
it to attract attention. A man who lives 
above the post office happened to be coming 
downsteirs. He went at once to Mr. Veasey’s 
assistance, and also raised an alarm. 

The police immediately began a search for 
the men concerned in the attack. 

Mr. Veasey, who is 65 years of age, and 
has been postmaster at the sub-office for 
twenty years, stated yesterday that he was 
completing an inspection of the accounts when 
he was attacked. ‘‘I was standing near the 
safe when it happened,” he said. ‘‘ Suddenly 
' there was darkness. The men sprang at me 
from behind, and I was dragged across the 
shop. What I saw of them in a fleeting 
glance was two masked figures—but it all 
. happened so quickly.”’

NO AGREEMENT REACHED.

men, and the abolition of overtime.

HOW IT IS DONE IN THE 
UNITED STATES, 
a b&——-- : 
THE ELECTORAL 
COLLEGE SYSTEM. 


—————- 


From Our Own Conresponpenr. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
_ One of the indications of the tremendously 
increased interest in the forthcoming United 
States Presidential election is the number of 
uests received by newspapers and by 
lic officials for explanations of the process 
of electing a President. 

Peo in vast numbers are suddenly 
evincing a keen desire to know what kind of 
a college is the ‘‘ Electoral College,” and 
what is the difference between a popular vote 
and an e vote.” 

Evidently it took prohibition and religion 
to wake up a considerable element oí the 
electorate to an interest in the machinery of 
their Government. Under the system 
framed by the founders of the nation, the 
President is chosen by an aggregation of 
pérsons called electors, and these electors are 
chosen by the voters. 

The intention was that the people should 
elect a council of superior men, who could 
be depended upon to choose more wisely than 
the people at large, the person to head the 
executive branch of the Government. 

A DEAD LETTER. 

In only the first two elections, however, 
was the principle adhered to. For more than 
a century the President has been chosen by 
the people, and the electors have been 
deputed to record the will of the people as 
expressed at the polls by States. us it 
falls out that for more than a century the 
system conceived by the founders has been 
a dead letter, and the Presidential electors 
have become mere figureheads, 

To refer to the entire body of Presidential 
electors as the electoral college is incorrect. 
There are as many electoral colleges as there 
are States—forty-eight at present. The 
electoral college of each State consists of as 
many Presidential electors as the State has 
senators and representatives in Congress. 
Illinois, for example, has an electoral college 
of twenty-nine, inasmuch as Illinois has two 
senators and twenty-seven representatives in 
Washington. 

The whole number of electors in the forty- 
eight colleges is 531, that being the total 
combined membership of the Senate and the 
House of Representatives. , 

In 1908 there were 483 electors, but by 1912 
there had been a Congressional reapportion- 
ment, and Arizona and New Mexico had been 
admitted to Statehood, increasing the joint 
membership of Congress to 531. 

Although ‘ electoral college ' was a term 
heard in debate from the beginnig of the last 
century, it was not till 1845 that it appeared 
in legislation. : 

HOW THE TERM AROSE. 

The term ‘electoral college,” according to 
the historians, was suggested by the analogy 
of the College of Cardinals, which chooses the 
Pope. Each State is authorised by federal 
law to provide the manner in which its 
electorn! college shall be chosen, and ‘to 
designate the place at which it shall assemble 
to vote for candidates for president and vice- 
president. 


BY POPULAR VOTE. 

In all the States presidential electors are 
now chosen by popular vote. The candidates 
for presidential electors are named by the 
various political parties. Generally the 
Republican. and Democratic candidates for 
presidential electors are nominated by the 
State conventions of those parties. If a 
candidate for presidential elector dies before 
the election, the party organisation fills the 
vacancy. If a vacancy in the collece occurs 
after the election, the college fills it. 

The forty-eight electoral colleges meet on 
the same day in their respective States to cast 
their ballots for president and vice-president. 
This day, designated by federal statute, is the 
second Monday in January. 

The Republican electors vote for the 
Republican candidates; the Democratic 
electors for the Democratic candidates. The 
elector is not required by law to vote for his 
party candidate. The obligation is a moral 
one, which no elector has violated. Efforts, 
which proved futile, to influence electors to 
inis their moral obligation produced a 
remarkable incident in the contested Hayes- 
Tilden election of 1876. 

COUNTING THE VOTES. 

Each electoral college transmits the result 
of its vote to the President of the United 
States Senate. 

On the second Wednesday of February, 
under the terms of the existing law, the 
Senate and House meet in joint session, and 
the President of the Senate opens and counts 
the votes for president and vice-president, 
and announces the result. 

The candidate having a majority of the 

If there are more 
than two candidates for whom the electors 
have voted, and none has received a majority, 
the House proceeds to the election of the 
president, and the Senate to the election of 
the vice-president. 
Only two presidents have been elected by 
the House—Thomas Jefferson, in 1801, and 
John Quincy Adams, in 1825. Only once has 
the Senate elected a vice-president—Richard 
M. Johnson, in 1837.

MEASURES FORCONTROL 
OF OFFICERS.

At the monthly meeting of the Clare 
County Council a letter was read from the 
Free State Minister for Local Government 


approving of the suspension from office of 
Rete Collector Matthew Lyons, Kilrush 
district, whose present whe uts are un- 


known. To cemplete the collection of rates 
m this district a ae asia appointment 
was made by the Council. 

The Minister also wrote stating that he 
had under consideration the general question 
oí the control of officers entrusted with the 
collection of public revenue. The cases xi 
default which had arisen had given rise to 
considerable anxiety, and the circumstances 
disclosed indicate a necessity for the adoption 
generally of effective measures to secure the 
prompt collection and immediate lodgment of 
all moneys collected, as well as the accurate 
and careful checking of the accounts of the 
collectors at frequent intervals. 


CONVERSION OF MONEYS. 

“ Rata collectors,’’ stated the Minister, 
“have in many cases been in the habit 
of lodging public funds to their own accounts, 
and thea transferring such sums by way of 
personal cheques to the local authority to 
close their warrants. Apart from the loss of 
the immediate benefit of the revenue by the 
local authority, the procedure enabled certain 
defaulting rate collectors to convert sub- 
stantial sums to their own use, This practice 
must be discontinued, and collectors must 
understand definitely that any public moneys 
received by them should be lodged without 
delay in the nearest branch of the bank 
keeping the account of the local authority. 

“The arrangements for the checking of rate 
collectors’ accounts have not in all cases 
proved satisfactory. A mere perfunctory 
reconcilement of the cash lodged, with the 
total of the counterfoile of the receipts ascer- 
tained to have been issued since the previous 
checking, will not be sufficient. A complete 
scrutiny should be made at each checking to 
ensure that no receipts are missing since the 
last previous checking which are not covered 
by cash lodged. 

' UNISSUED RECEIPTS. 

“- An intelligent check will take cognisance 
of the periodic progress of the collection, 
while scrutiny of the unissued receipts might 
enable a wide-awake inspector to form an 
opinion as to whether there is a likelihood of 
any of the rate collectors concerned having 
paid their rates without receiving their official 
receipt. It is realised that an inspector will 
find difficulty in detecting the overholding of 
moneys by a collector where the receipt 
remains unissued, and every effort should 
made to warn ratepayers to insist on getting 
official receipts without delay. 

“ A feature of the cases of default which 
have come to notice has been the delay in 
swearing informations against the officers con- 
cerned, owing to hesitation on the part of 
superior officers to take such course without 
the express authority uf the local authority. 
He (the Minister) did not think it necessary 
to stress the consequences which have ensued 
from this procedure ; but takes this opportunity 
of requesting the Council to adopt a resolution 
empowering and directing their County Secre- 
tary to make an information against any col- 
lector who may fail to lodge moneys collected 
on behalf of the Council to their credit. 


DISHONOURED CHEQUES. 

““In the past it has been observed that on 
occasions local authorities have received 
cheques from rate collectors purporting to 
account for rate moneys received by them, 
which, on presentation, have been dishonoured. 
He (the Minister) would regard a transaction 
of this nature as a clear indication that the 
money in question had been wrongfully con- 
vested to the collectors’ use. Once a County 
Secretary is satisfied that a collector has mis- 
appropriated money he should immediately 
swear the necessary information to secure the 
apprehension of the offender.’’ 

"Phe Council marked the letter he msh 
and directed that a copy be. issued to each 
rate collector for his guidance and strict com- 
pliance with the requirements outlined. It 
was glso directed that the principles should 
be made applicable to rent collectors and 
other officials in the employment of the County 
Board of Health.

Arthur Collins, whose expert advice was 
specially sought. 

The recommendation of the “ Big Six” for 
the amalgamation of the City urer's 
Department, City Chamberlain's De t, 
and Rates Department, under one officer, to be 
known as a City Comptroller, was defeated 
by a large majority last evening, and this 
morning there was a further amendment to 
request Mr. Collins to draft and submit in 
detail a scheme of financial control and 
reorganisation based on his report. 

This was submitted with the approval of 
the members of the “Big Six,” but was 
keenly contested by other members of thé 
Council, who professed to see in it a means 
of retrieving the defeat which the original 
recommendation sustained. 


FINANCIAL CONTROL. 

Councillor Donald Cheyne, one of the “ Big 
Six,’’ moved the new amendment. 

‘The d Mayor pointed out that if the 
amendment passed yesterday was allowed to 
stand, and be carried as a substantive motion, 
it would absolutely wipe out the committee's 
recommendation. 

Councillor Cheyne said that if they did 
not agree to adopt his alternative it made it 
perfectly clear that they had no real desire 
to reform the system of financial control. 

Councillor Pierce jum to his feet and 
exclaimed :—I protest indignantly against him 
making any such low, mean insinuation from 
the camp of the municipal diehards now 
showing their teeth in the throes of death 
(Laughter.) 

‘ouncillor Adgey seconded the amendment. 

Councillor Midgley appealed to the Council 
to defeat the amendment and claimed that 
he was not opposed to reform of municipal 
services.

WORKMAN’S ACCIDENTAL 
DEATH. 

An unusual course was taken at a Shore- 
ditch inquest yesterday when“ the Coroner 
(Dr. Edwin Smith) agreed that the names of 
two witnesses should not be disclosed. The 
inquiry was into the death of Joseph Heaney 
($8), of Clarence road, West Green; Totten- 
ham, a cleaner, employed at the Queen 
Victoria street Telephone Exchange, who died 
at Cambridge Heath station, London Novth- 
Eastern Railway. His death was due to a 
fracture of the skull. 

Miss “A’” said that she. was a. shop 
assistant. She was travelling in a second- 
class compartment. with a male friend. At 
Bethnal Green station she was informed that 
& man was hanging out of the window of 
the next cariiage. The man was Heaney. A 
sorter put hin: back into the carriage, and 
le was removed from the train at Cambridze 
Heath station.

In a tunnel between Liverpool street, and 
Bethnal Green stations, and a porter at 
Bethnal Green said that he thought the man 
was drunk.

Mr. Ben Pitchford, Newport, Men., said 
that one of his customers, a doctor, always 
insisted that his joint of pork should be 
covered with preservative.
